2—A program for economic protection and development 
designed both to relieve existing distress resulting from the 
loss of European markets, and to build an American Trade 
system strong enough to enable any of the republics to turn 
its back on foreign powers that seek to dictate terms and 
methods contrary to a policy of liberal trade. 


3—A broadside attack by all the republics in unison on “fifth 
column” activities by which some foreign powers were de- 
clared to be seeking to undermine existing governments. 


Although the precise scope and value of this program cannot yet be estimated, 
nevertheless, all of the American republics have again made it clear that they are 
strongly united in their military and economic defense.

JAPANESE COTTON PIECE GOODS 


The Department of State and the Japa- 
nese Embassy at Washington have ar- 
ranged the continuance for a further period 
of one year, beginning August 1, 1940, of 
the existing arrangement relating to the 
importation of Japanese cotton piece goods 
into the Philippine Islands, which will ex- 
pire on July 31, 1940. Under this arrange- 
ment the Association of Japanese Exporters 
of Cotton Piece Goods into the Philippine 
Islands agrees to limit the annual importa- 
tion of Japanese cotton piece goods into the 
Philippines to 45,000,000 square meters.

DIVISION OF COMMERCIAL 
TREATIES AND AGREEMENTS 


By Departmental Order, the Secretary of 
State, as of July 1, 1940, has set up a 
Division of Commercial Treaties and Azgree- 
ments to take the place of the former Divi- 
sion of Trade Agreements, now abolished 
and its functions and staff transferred to 
the new Division. 

Mr. Harry C. Hawkins is designated Chief 
of the Division of Commercial Treaties and 
Agreements and Mr. Henry L. Deimel, Jr., 
and Mr. William A. Fowler are designated 
Assistant Chiefs. The Division will func- 
tion under the supervision of the Assistant 
Secretary of State charged with economic, 


financial, tariff, and general trade ques- 
tions. 
According to the Departmental Order, 


this change has been made in order to carry 
out the Department's function of the pro- 
tection of American foreign commerce. The 
Division of Commercial Treaties and Agree- 
ments will have general charge of the for- 
mulation, negotiation, and administration 
of all commercial treaties and agreements 
having to do with the international com- 
mercial relations of the United States and 
shall cooperate in the formulation of inter- 
national commercial policy. The new divi- 
sion will have general responsibility for the 
Department's correspondence and contacts 
with American export and import interests, 
with Government representatives abroad, 
and with representatives of foreign govern- 
ments in this Country with regard to the 
negotiation, interpretation and enforcement 
of the terms of commercial treaties and 
agreements and problems arising in connec- 
tion with the importation and exportation 
of goods. In carrying out these functions 
the Division of Commercial Treaties and 
\greements will have the responsibility of 
enlisting the inter- 
ested divisions Depart-

PROPOSED INTER-AMERICAN 
COOPERATION 


President Roosevelt, under date of June 
21, 1940, issued the following statement in 
relation to the proposed Inter-American 
cooperation in trade and economic matters. 
It was our intention to publish a more com- 
prehensive article on this subject but we 
were advised that it was not feasible at 
this stage in the development and discus- 
sion of the plan to issue any further details 
beyond the President's proclamation, Future 
issues of the BULLETIN will go into more 
detail. 

STATEMENT BY THE PRESIDENT—Our 
discussions have gone forward in regard to 
action designed to advance the economie 
relationships in the Western Hemisphere 
and to create new means and bases of eco- 











nomic cooperation among the American 
Republics. In some of its essential features, 
this program of cooperative economic ac- 


tion by the American Republics and 
sibly by other countries is being undertaken 
in response to new—but, we hope, tempo- 
rary—developments in international rela- 
tions, It is not intended to replace the pro- 
xram of reciprocal trade agreements which 
has been steadfastly pursued by the Gov- 
ernment of the United States. We continue 
to believe that the basic principles of that 
program offer the most effective basis for 
mutually beneficial economic relations 
among nations, and we are determined to 
work, as circumstances permit, for their 
fullest possible application. 

The program of action now being formu- 
lated involves a proposal, which is being 
placed before the American Governments 
for their consideration, to create by mutual 
agreement an appropriate inter-American 
organization for dealing with certain basic 
problems of their trade relations, including 
an effective system of joint marketing of 
the important staple exports of the Ameri- 
can Republics. We intend also to proceed 
promptly and vigorously through many ex- 
isting agencies to deal with various imme- 
diate difficulties now facing some American 
Republics. Appropriate legislative’ pro- 
posals necessary to make possible certain 
of the operations in connection with the 
projected program will be submitted to the 
Congress in due course

In June of last year he was given an honorary degree 
by Georgetown University for distinguished service in the restoration of the American

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FREIGHTWAYS FIRST TRUCK OVER UNIQUE FLOATING BRIDGE 


Crossing the Lake Washington pontoon bridge, which furnishes a new entrance from 
the east to Seattle, Washington, on the day of dedication was Consolidated Freightway’s 
22 balloon tire transport combination—the newest of its kind—earning the distinction 
of being the first truck and largest toll payer to use this modern marvel. 

A few minutes before this the world’s largest floating concrete bridge was officially 
dedicated by Governor Clarence E. Martin and Lacey V. Murrow, Director of Highways 
of the State of Washington. 





Safe, dependable motor freight transport units like the one pictured will bring ship- 
pers closer to eastern Washington and Spokane from Seattle by using the- 45-foot-wide 
roadway and bridge with its four lanes for vehicular traffic. The completion of this mar- 
vel includes a super four-lane highway leading directly from eastern Washington through 
Snoqualmie Pass to downtown Seattle. A continuous flow of traffic is afforded by numer- 
ous over-crossing and under-crossing structures at points of major intersecting thorough- 
fares 

The entire floating structure is anchored in position both transversally and longi- 
tudinally by means of steel cables and concrete or steel anchors to withstand a 90-mile 
wind and accompanying waves. These steel cables are attached to the pontoons by 
structural steel devices placed in the interior of the pontoons and so arranged as to 
allow adjustment in the length of cables and at their outer ends they are attached to 
anchors 

It has a floating, movable span which affords a 200-foot clear opening for large ves- 
sels and at each shore line a 200 foot opening is provided with a little over 30 foot 
clearance for smaller pleasure boats. 

The 25 pontoons are constructed entirely of reinforced concrete and weigh approxi- 
mately 25,000 pounds per lineal foot. They are cellular flat-bottomed boats made up of 
rectangular cells approximately 14 ft. 6% in. center to center without outside walls §& 
in. in thickness.

CHANGES IN BRITISH NAVICERT REG- 
ULATIONS—Owing to recent developments 
in Europe, the British authorities have 
modified their regulations with regard to 
navicerts. A check-up with the British 
Consulate General in New York by the 
Council indicates that navicerts are issued 
at the present time only on shipments going 
to the following countries: 


Iceland Sweden (via Petsamo) 
Finland (via Petsamo) Turkey (except vin 
Portugal Gibraltar) 
Spain 

Navicert applications for shipment of 
xzoods to Lithuania, Latvia and Estonia will 
be accepted, but applicants are warned that 
nuvicerts will not be granted until the 
present position has been made clearer. 

Navicerts will not be granted on out- 
standing applications for Italy, Switzer- 
land, Hungary, Yugoslavia, Greece, Bulga- 
ria, Roumania, or Turkey via Gibraltar, and 
applications for these countries will not be 
received until further notice. Navicerts al- 
ready granted for these countriés are in- 
valid, and their return to the British Con- 
sulate General, New York, is requested.

DRAWBACK CLAIMS ON DIVERTED OR 
RETURNED SHIPMENTS—In view of con- 
ditions created by the war, the Drawbacks 
and Refunds Committee of the Council 
wishes to call the attention of members to 
Article 1050 of Customs Regulations, which 
reads as follows: 

“Art. 1050. Diversion of shipments—(a) 
Whenever the merchandise is diverted from 
the vessel or conveyance or from the place 
of lading named in the notice of intent, to 
another vessel or conveyance or to another 
place of lading, notice in writing of the 
change must be given to the collector or to 
the inspector before lading in ample time 
to secure inspection.” 

In the case of “shut-out” cargo, or cargo 
diverted to a steamer other than that 
named in notice of intent to export, care 
must be taken to give timely advice of 
diversion to the Collector of Customs. 

Shippers must also see that their draw- 
back rights are protected with respect to 
shipments sold for export, now held up at 
New York or other port of exit by agents 
of foreign purchasers, pending instructions

from abroad. In such cases, the cooperation 
of the party who has control of the ship- 
ment must be sought with a view of ob- 
taining advice when the shipment is ordered 
to an export vessel so that a timely notice 
of intent to export may be filed. 

Shippers should recognize that with re- 
gard to returned shipments on which claims 
had been filed for drawback, such claims 
ure automatically cancelled by the Customs 
as soon as the shipments are discharged 
from vessels foreed to return to United 
States ports. Shippers should protect their 
interests by filing new notices of intent for 
export in ample time, as soon as the ship- 
ments are booked for export by named ves- 
sel, either to the original or some other 
consignee. 


EXPORT SUBSIDIES CONTINUED—Cot- 
ton products, wheat, and flour are to be 
xranted export subsidies during the 194)- 
41 fiscal year, according to a Department 
of Agriculture announcement of July 2nd. 
The programs will be continued on the 
same basis and same provisions in effect 
during recent months, 

The aims of these subsidies will be to 
help American farmers regain and 
their fair share of world markets. 
ure paid to exporters on products 
ubroad to offset the higher domestic prices 
existing in the United States, and fully 
recognize the necessity for American farm 
products to compete in foreign markets eon 
world price levels. 

Last year, cotton and cotton products ex- 
ported under subsidies amounted to 6,366,- 
000 bales, of which cotton products amount- 
ed to 504,000 bales. The rates of payment 
for cotton during the coming fiscal year 
are announced as the same as those which 
upplied on June 30th for the same products. 

Payments on wheat will vary with mar- 
ket changes and will be made only on grain 
shipped from the Pacific Northwest to 
China, Hong Kong, Dairen, the Philippine 
Islands and Europe, and on shipments of 
wheat flour from the same region to China, 
Hong Kong, Dairen and the Philippine 
Islands. A total of 35,079,000 bushels of 
wheat and flour was sold under the 1939- 
!) export subsidy program, of which flour 
totalled 16,507,000 bushels.

WOOL FELT HAT BODIES—COCOA FI- 
BER PILE MATS—The National Council 
has made a strong appeal to the President 
urging that a bill, H. R. 6328, which passed 
Congress on June 22, 1940, be vetoed. 

This bill was introduced by Congressman 
John W. McCormack of Massachusetts on 
May 15, 1939. The bill, as introduced, would 
amend Paragraph 1529 (a) of the Tariff 
Act of 1930 to exclude from the scope of 
that paragraph materials and articles pro- 
vided for in Paragraph 1022 of the Tariff 
\ct. The effect of this would be that cocoa 
liber pile mats in part of braid would be 
dutiable at 12¢ per square foot (equivalent 
to 141 to 169 per centum ad valorem) rather 
than at 90 per centum ad valorem as de- 
cided by the Court of Customs and Patent 
Appeals. 

On June 18th, the Committee reported the 
bill to the House of Representatives and, on 
June 20th, the House passed the bill. 

On June 22nd, the Senate passed the bill 
with an amendment offered by Senator 
David I. Walsh of Massachusetts reading 
as follows: 

“Section 520 of the Tariff Act of 1930, as 
amended, is amended by adding thereto the 
following subsection: 

(d) No duties collected prior to June 26, 
1938, under paragraph 1115 (b) of this act 
shall be refunded, unless the claimant es- 
tablishes to the satisfaction of the Secre- 
tary, in accordance with regulations pre- 
scribed by him, or to the satisfaction of 
the trial court, under conditions set forth 
in section 902 (a) and section 902 (b) of 
the Revenue Act of 1936, that he bore the 
burden of such duties.” 

The practical effect of the Walsh amend- 
ment would be to deprive American im- 
porters of wool felt hat bodies of refunds 
of excess duties deposited pending the final 
determination of issues that have been be- 
fore the customs courts since the year 1931. 
The Court of Customs and Patent Appeals 
dismissed the final appeal by the govern- 
ment in connection with this litigation on 
June 21, 1940—the day before the Walsh 
amendment was offered in the Senate. 

The National Council telegraphed the 
resident on June 25th requesting that the 
bill be vetoed, and a detailed letter was sent 
to the President on June 27, 1940. 


The text of the veto message of the 
President is as follows: 

“TO THE HOUSE OF REPRESENTATIVES: 

I return herewith, without my approval, 
Il. R. 6328, ‘To amend the Tariff Act of 
1930, as amended by section 34 (c) of the 
Customs Administrative Act of 1938 (U.S.C., 
19%4 edition, Supp. IV, title 19, 1001, 
par. 1529 (a)).’

The Foreign Exchange Committee of 
United States Banks released for publica 
tion July 15, 1940, the text of a cable out 
lining an arrangement to come into force 
on Thursday, July 18, 1940, whereby the 
use of free sterling for the payment of 
exports from the United Kingdom will be 
virtually eliminated. 

All commercial transactions in terms o 
sterling between the sterling area and the 
United States will be settled in offieial ster- 
ling over registered accounts to be opened 
with banks in the United Kingdom in the 
name of United States banks. 

It is understood, however, that free ster- 
ling purchased prior to July 5, 1940, may be 
used in payment of merchandise definitely 
ordered before June 8, 1940. It is also un 
derstood that free sterling may be used for 
the settlement of contractual exchange 
commitments, whether commercial or finan 
cial in origin, provided such commitments 
were definitely outstanding prior to July 1%, 
1940. 
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WAR REGULATIONS — IMPORT AND EXPORT 


Australian Government has announced that, during the 3-month period July 1 to 
September 30, 1940, importation from non-Empire areas and from Canada, Newfoundland 
and Hong Kong, of most goods now subject to import license, will bea permitted up to 
one-fourth of the value of the imports by individual importers during the base year 
ended June 30, 1939, with the exception of certain products, importation of which is to be 
further limited to a reduced percentage of the imports during the base year. In addition, 
several products have been added to the list of goods importation of which from non- 
sterling areas is prohibited. 

Articles which have been added to the category of goods for which no licenses are 
granted for imports from non-sterling areas include, among others: Plate glass, multiple- 
purpose radio tubes, Christmas cards and similar stationery, and surgical catgut. 

For the purpose of establishing importers’ quotas during the 3-month period on items 
permitted under license, the value of individual imports during the base year has been 
reduced by 25 per cent, on silk piecegoods; by 50 per cent, on portable typewriters, weigh- 
ing machines and scales, patent and proprietary medicines, synthetic resins, and plastic 
moulding compounds, and by 75 per cent, on undressed furskins. 

Importers of rayen yarn will not be granted licenses to import from any non-sterling 
country except the non-sterling country from which they obtained their requirements 
during the base year ended June 30, 1939. 

BRITISH BOARD OF TRADE issued an order on Monday night May 27, adding raw 
cotton, linters, waste, yarns and threads, mainly of cotton to the list of goods subject 
to import licensing into the United Kingdom. The declared object was to ensure the most 
advantageous use of freight space and foreign exchange available. 

The order operates from May 30, but goods proved to have been despatched (from 
point of origin) to the United Kingdom before that date will not require a license. 
Preference will, for the time being, be given to raw cotton covered by firm contracts. 

BRITISH INDIA announced establishment of import license control over wide range 
of products from non-Empire sources and for a few products also of Empire origin shipped 
after May 27. It is understood licenses to import the specified products will be granted 
only for amounts necessary meet vital requirements. Requirement for import licenses 
will not apply to goods arriving in India on or before May 27 or to those ordered before 
May 15 and shipped to British India by May 27 provided such transactions are registered 
by importer before June 20 with import trade controller Calcutta, Bombay, Madras or 
Karachi. 

Licenses are to be required for importation specified classes commodities from non- 
Empire areas and Hongkong including following products particular interest American 
exporters raw cotton, motor vehicles, rubber tires, other rubber manufactures, exposed 
motion picture films, radios, patent and proprietary medicines, toilet preparations, soap, 
tobacco products. Fresh and preserved fruits, jams, pickles, beer, hardware, clocks, sta- 
tionery, sports goods, leather, haberdashery and wearing apparel. In case motor vehicles, 
patent and proprietary medicines, rubber goods and stationery licenses are to be re- 
quired also for imports from Empire sources. No licenses required however for importa- 
tion from France of toilet preparations, soap and wearing apparel. Import restrictions 
will not apply to passengers baggage nor to goods imported by Central Government India 
for defense purposes. 

CANADA—The budget introduced in the Canadian Parliament on June 24, 1940, by the 
Minister of Finance, and effective June 25 (with one exception noted below), imposes an 
additional “‘war exchange” tax of 10 per cent on all non-Empire imports; raises the excise 
taxes on imported and domestic automobiles, tires and tubes, cigarette papers and tubes, 
matches, and carbonic acid gas; and applies a new excise tax to phonographs, cameras, 
radios and radio tubes, both imported and domestic; increases the excise taxes on 
Canadian manufactured tobacco and cigarettes, and places a new tax (effective August 1, 
1940) on Canadian raw leaf tobacco. 

The additional tax of 10 per cent on all imports is based on the value for duty 
purposes, whether the articles are free or dutiable, except goods entering Canada under 
the British preferential tariff. This tax will be subject to drawback in the case of goods 
imported for further manufacture and export from Canada, as in the case of regular 
import duties. 

A new excise tax of 10 per cent of the duty-paid value is imposed on phonographs, 
cameras, radios, and radio tubes, and the following products are subject to higher excise 
taxes: On automobiles valued at $700 or less, 10 per cent; over $700 and not over $900, 
20 per cent; over $901 id not over $1200, 40 per cent; and over $1200, 80 per cent. (The 
previous tax was 5 p cent on cars valued at more than $650, and was levied only on

ANTIDUMPING—SAFETY MATCHES FROM FINLAND, AUSTRIA (GER- 
MANY), LATVIA, HOLLAND (THE NETHERLANDS), NORWAY, POLAND 
AND ESTONIA 


T. D. 50026 revoked the findings of dumping against safety matches of the strike- 
on-box type from Finland, Austria (Germany), Latvia, Holland (The Netherlands), Nor- 
Poland and Estonia published, respectively, in T. D. 44716 and T. D. 44718 to T. D. 
inclusive, of March 23, 1931, as regards importations made on or after the date of 
decision. 

An investigation conducted by the Department shows that on and after May 11, 1934, 
the domestic match industry was not being and was not likely to be injured as a result 
of the importation into the United States of safety matches of the strike-on-box f&ype. 
Accordingly, the findings of dumping against safety matches of the strike-on-box type 
from Finland, Austria (Germany), Latvia, Holland (The Netherlands), Norway, Poland 
and Estonia, published, respectively, in T. D. 44716 and T. D. 44718 to T. D. 44723, in- 
clusive, of March 23, 1931, are hereby revoked as regards merchandise entered for con- 
sumption or withdrawn from warehouse for consumption on and after May 11, 1934.

W. R. JOHNSON APPOINTED COMMISSIONER OF CUSTOMS 


Secretary Morgenthau recently announced the appointment of W. R. Johnson as Com- 
missioner of Customs to succeed Basil Harris. 

Mr. Johnson entered Government service with his appointment as a clerk in the 
Custom House at New York City on January 16, 1920. He served as clerk for a short time, 
then as a Customs liquidator for ten years. Since October 6, 1930, he has been attached 
to the Customs legal staff in Washington and became Chief Counsel on October 16, 1936. 

Mr. Johnson was born near Kersey, Colorado, March 16, 1896. He was educated in 
the public schools at Greeley, Colorado, and obtained a Bachelor of Science degree at 
New York University and a degree of Bachelor of Laws at) George Washington Univer- 
sity.

ABSTRACT OF UNPUBLISHED DECISIONS 


(T.D. 50171] 
The following is a summary of decisions issued by the Burcau of Customs, usually 
in the form of a letter to a Collector of Customs of some port of entry 


CLASSIFICATION 

Baseballs are properly dutiable at the rate of 30 per centum ad valorem under 
paragraph 1502, Tariff Act of 1930, rather than at the rate of 20 per centum ad valorem 
under item 1502 of the British Trade Agreement. 

Ethylene dibromide, an ester of ethylene glycol and also a compound of bromine is 
more specifically provided for under paragraph 2, Tariff Act of 1930, at the rate of 6 
cents per pound and 30 per centum ad valorem than under paragraph 45 of the tariff act at 
the rate of 10 cents per pound as a compound. of bromine, not specially provided for. 
Principle of T. D. 49572 followed. Note Abstract 6996. As this ruling will result in the 
assessment of duty at a rate higher than that heretofore assessed under a uniform prac- 
tice, it should be applied only to merchandise entered for consumption or withdrawn from 
warehouse for consumption after July 20, 1940, 

Abandoned goods—Household and personal effects.—Articles which become abandoned 
under the provisions of section 491, Tariff Act of 1930, as amended, are dutiable at the 
rate or rates applicable at the time they become subject to sale. Therefore, household and 
personal effects of the character provided for in paragraph 1798, as amended, and para- 
graph 1632, Tariff Act of 1930, which belong to persons who have not arrived in this 
country befere the effects have become abandoned and subject to sale are dutiable at 
the rate or rates in effect at that time, even though such persons arrive and make entry) 
for the effects before they are sold. As this ruling will result in the assessment of duty 
on merchandise which has heretofore been granted free entry under an established and 
uniform practice, it should be applied only where the merchandise is entered for con- 
sumption after July 20, 1940. 

MISCELLANEOUS 

Petroleum quota—Venezuelan Trade Agreement.—Quota reports, customs Form 3161, 
should show in the country column the name of the country in which the imported crude 
petroleum was produced, cr in the case of imported topped crude petroleum or fuel oil, 
the name of the country in which the processing took place, whether or not exported 
from such country to the United States.

TOBACCO SEED AND PLANTS 

The appended copy of Public, No. 543, 76th Congress, an act to prohibit the 
exportation of tobacco seed and plants, except for experimental purposes, is published 
for the information and guidance of customs officers and others concerned. 

[Public—No. 543—76th Congress], [Chapter 232—3d Session], [S. 3530] 
AN ACT 
To prohibit the exportation of tobacco seed and plants, except for experimental purposes 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of the United States of 
America in Congress assembled, That it shall be unlawful to export any tobacco seed 
and/or live tobacco plants from the United States or any Territory subject to the juris 
diction thereof, to any foreign country, port, or place, unless such exportation and/or 
transportation is in pursuance of a written permit granted by the Secretary of Agriculture 
Such permit shall be granted by the Secretary only upon application therefor and after 
proof satisfactory to him that such seed or planta are to be used for experimental pur- 
poses only. 

See. 2. Any persons violating any of the provisions off this Act shall be guilty of a 
misdemeanor and shall be punished by a fine of not more than $5,000 or by imprisonment 
for not more than one year, or by both such fine and mprisonment 

{Received by the President, May 23, 1940.) 

[Note by the Department of State.—The foregoing act having been presented to the 
President of the United States for his approval, and not having been returned by him to 
the House of Congress in which it originated within the time prescribed by the Consti 
tution of the United States, has become a law without his approval.]

AMERICANS RETURNING FROM CANADA 


The new regulations of the Department of State, effective July 1, 1940, regarding the 
admission of ALIENS into the United States has raised a question regarding AMERICAN 
CITIZENS returning from Canada. Upon their reentry into the United States AMERICAN 
CITIZENS should be prepared to prove their American citizenship, as they will be ques- 
tioned at the border by U. S. Immigration Officers. Any one of the following is usually 
accepted as evidence of American citizenship: 


] Birth certificate 
2. Baptismal certificate 

4. Either a valid or expired United States passport. When a birth certificate, bup 
tismal certificate and United States passport are not available, a native-born citizen should 
have one of his blood relatives execute a birth affidavit before a notary public. 

4. A naturalized citizen should carry along his netuvralization certificate or a valid or 
expired United States passport if he has one. 

The requirements when returning from Canada apply as well when returning from 
all other foreign countries or territories to which American citizens may travel without 
passports

CUSTOMS DRAWBACK 


NOTE.—In general, Customs Drawback refers to the refund of 99 per cent of the 
duties paid on merchandise which has remained continuously in bonded warehouse or in 
the custody or control of customs officers which had been withdrawn for exportation 
within a period of three years, and in the case of grain for ten months. Drawback is 
ulso allowable upon the exportation of articles manufactured or produced in the United 
States with the use of imported merchandise; meats cured with imported salts; flavoring 
extracts; medicinal or toilet preparations manufactured in the United States with the 
use of domestic alcohol on which internal revenue tax has been paid; supplies for vessels 
manufactured or produced with the use of imported materials, or domestic tax paid alcohol 
and articles on which processing or excise tax has been paid.

DRAWBACK AND REFUND APPROPRIATIONS 


Funds for approved claims on drawbacks and refunds were made available in New 
York on July 5th from the appropriation of the fiscal year 1940-41, and on July 8th from 
the second deficiency appropriation for the fiscal year 1939-40. The accumulations between 
May 16th and July lst in New York totaled $1,275,000. In June, claims of only $1,617 were 
paid. A situation consequently arose whereby no funds were available between July 5th 
and 8th for approved claims which had accumulated between May 16th and July lst, al- 
though there were funds available for the claims which accumulated between July Ist 
and 5th. 

A series of delays occurred because of the operation of the annual appropriation pro- 
cedure now in force, under which Congress makes appropriations of a fixed sum and 
requires approval of a deficiency appropriation if the original sum voted is not sufficient. 
The Bureau of Customs did not make a request to the Director of the Budget for $2,000,- 
000, for a deficiency appropriation, until May 10th. The National Foreign Trade Council's 
Committee on Drawbacks and Refunds estimated as early as March that a deficiency ap- 
propriation would be necessary. 

This Committee has reached the decision that the only hope of eliminating the series 
of delays at the end of each fiscal year is a return to the former practice whereby draw- 
back and refund elaims, when approved, were automatically payable from the general 
funds of the Treasury. The Committee proposes to seek an amendment from Congress 
to the law covering both drawbacks and refunds, so that a permanent appropriation 
procedure may be reinstalled and made operative. 

The President signed the second Deficiency Appropriation Act for $2,000,000 on June 
27th, but funds were not made available to the Bureau of Customs from this appropri- 


ation until July 8th. 
SILK FABRICS—BOLTING CLOTHS 


Sir: In the case of United States v. D. H. Armaghanian, published as C. A. D. 81, cer- 
tain silk fabric having a plain weave was classified as bolting cloth, but in view of the 
fact that there was no sample or exhibit in the case and the description of the merchandise 
was very meager, the Assistant Attorney General at New York recommends that that 
case be not followed, as a new case covering this issue is being prepared by his office. 

In view of the record in the case in question and the Assistant Attorney General's 
recommendation, you are hereby instructed to iimit the application of the case cited to 
the importation there in issue, and pending the outcome of the new case, to classify 
taffetas and other plain woven silk fabrics without reference to the concession provided 
in paragraph 1205 of the Tariff Act of 1930 (U. S. C. title 19, sec. 1001, par. 1205); as 
modified pursuant to the trade agreement with Switzerland (49 Stat. 3948) for silk bolting 
cloth, not specially provided for. [T. D. 50179.]

REFERS TO REPORTING OF IMPORTS OF COTTON AND COTTON WASTE 
UNDER QUOTA LIMITATIONS 


The instructions in C/L. 2048, permitting acceptance without Bureau authorization of 
certain quantities of cotton and cotton waste subject to quota limitation under the 
President's proclamation of September 5, 1939 (T.D. 49956), are modified as follows: 

Preliminary reports show that the current quota on imports for consumption of cot- 
ton, item one (as defined in C/L. 2009), originating in Brazil has been exhausted. There- 
fore, no entry for consumption covering cotton, item one, originating in that countrys 
may be accepted until the beginning of the next quota year on September 26, 1940. 

The instructions in C/L. 2048 remain in force with the foregoing exception. [C/L. 2007.]

TEA EXAMINATION FEE 8 


The Bureau has received an inquiry as to whether the tea examination fee of 3.5 
cents for each hundredweight or fraction thereof prescribed by Public No. 668 of the 
76th Congress shall be collected on the basis of 100 or 112 pounds to the hundredweight. 

As there is no controlling statutory definition, the Bureau is of the opinion that the 
term “hundredweight” as used in the act in question should be construed to mean 100 
pounds avoirdupois, in accordance with the general usage of the term in this country. 


There is quoted below for your information and guidance a communication dated 
June 24, 1940, from the Deputy Commissioner, Bureau of Internal Revenue, from 
which you will note that you may approve importers’ requisitions for the purchase of 
additional stamps, regardless of the number unaccounted for, provided satisfactory 
explanations are furnished: 

The National Association of Alcoholic Beverage Importers, Inc., has reported that 
importers of distilled spirits have been encountering increasing difficulties in accounting 
for red strip stamps which have been sent abroad for affixing to distilled spirits to be 
shipped to the United States, due to delay in shipping goods from belligerent countries 
and the inability of importers to contact the foreign houses located in such countries. 

“In view of the existing circumstances abroad, it is suggested that Collectors of 
Customs be authorized to approve importers’ requisitions for the purchase of additional 
stamps, regardless of the number unaccounted for, provided satisfactory explanations are 


furnished.” (C/L 2083.) 
NEW CUSTOMS FORM 7512-A 


The Bureau has prepared a new form bearing the number “7512-A", entitled “Con 
tinuation Sheet—-Transportation Entry and Manifest of Goods Subject to Customs Inspec 
tion and Permit.” 

Consolidated immediate transportation entries are frequently made for large quan- 
tities of merchandise destined to various ultimate consignees. The space provided on 
customs Form 7512 is inadequate to clearly and legibly include the information required 
Therefore, the adoption of a continuation sheet was deemed to be advisable. 

A supply of Form 7512-A has been printed and is now available for use. This form 
is salable, the price thereof being 25 cents per pad containing 100 forms. You may obtain 
supplies of Form 7512-A by submitting requisitions (on Forms 4909-A and 4909-B) to the 
Bureau. (C/L 2101.) 


IMMIGRATION AND NATURALIZATION SERVICE TRANSACTIONS 


Under the provisions of Reorganization Plan V, which, in accordance with House 
Joint Resolution 551, approved by the President June 4, 1940, became effective on June 
14, 1940, the Immigration and Naturalization Service of the Department of Labor and its 
functions were transferred to the Department of Justice.

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OPINION OF ATTORNEY GENERAL—SUSPENSION OF CUSTOMS 
ACCOUNTS by COMPTROLLER GENERAL 


There is published below for your information and guidance an opinion of the 
Attorney General, dated June 24, 1940, holding that the Comptroller General has no 
authority to review determinations of collectors of customs with respect to quantity 
and value of imported merchandise, the proper classification thereof, or the rate or 
rates of duty or tax applicable thereto, affecting the liquidation of import or drawback 
entries, and to make disallowances or suspensions in the accounts of collectors if in his 
judgment such determinations are not in accordance with law. [T. D. 50186.] 


The Honorable, 
The Secretary of the Treasury. 
My dear Mr. Secretary: 

In your letter of May 2, 1940, you request my opinion concerning a question which 
has arisen in your Department in connection with the administration of the customs laws. 

From your letter and the opinion of your General Counsel submitted therewith 1 
understand the question to be whether the Comptroller General has authority to review 
determinations of collectors of customs with respect to quantity and value of imported 
merchandise, the proper classification thereof, or the rate or rates of duty or tax appli- 
cable thereto, affecting the liquidation of import or drawback entries, and to make dis- 
allowances or suspensions in the accounts of collectors if in his judgment such determi- 
nations are not in accordance with law. 

This question was passed upon by Attorney General Stone in an exhaustive opinion 
to the Secretary of the Treasury dated Octoben 21, 1924 (34 Op. 311), holding that “the 
Comptroller General has no authority, express or implied, to review the collectors’ liqui- 
dation of entries of imported merchandise and drawback entries.” The opinion states 
in part: 

Various statutes have imposed certain duties upon the Secretary of the Treasury and 
upon the collectors of customs, which duties must be performed. It cannot be assumed 
that the powers conferred on the Comptroller General by the Budget and Accounting Act 
to settle claims by or against the United States; to prescribe forms, systems, and pro- 
eedure of accounting; to investigate receipts and disbursements of public funds and 
report thereon; to require from the several executive departments information regarding 
the powers, duties, activities, financial transactions and business methods of such depart- 
ments, and the right to examine the books, documents, and records of such departments, 
for the purpose of securing this information, confers upon the Comptroller General the 
authority to * * * review the acts and decisions of the Secretary of the Treasury and the 
Collectors of Customs in the performance of their statutory duties. 

I am in accord with the conclusion reached by Attorney General Stone. The statutes 
authorize and direct the collectors of customs, under the control and supervision of the 
Secretary of the Treasury, to make the determinations referred to in your submission, 
and expressly provide that subject to review by the courts their “decisions” shall “be 
final and conclusive upon all persons (including the United States and any officer there- 
of).” U.S. C., title 19, sees. 1514-1515. In my opinion, the judicial review thus provided 
for is exclusive. 

I do not understand that the Comptroller General takes a contrary view. A copy of 
your letter was furnished him with a request for his views upon the question submitted; 
and in his reply dated June 11, 1940, he states in part: 

* * * this office disclaims any purpose to make determination of either the weights, 
rates, or classifications of imported commodities, on the basis of which customs revenue 
is assessed and collected or refunded. 

Accordingly, your question is answered in the negative.

IMPORTATION OF SECURITIES

Gieneral Ruling Ne. 5 under Section 5 (b) of the Act of October 6, 1917 (40 Stat i), as 
amended, Executive Order No. S389 of April 10, 1940, as amended, and Reavtations 
issued pursuant thereto, and under all other authority of law. 

June 6, 1940. 

The sending, mailing, importing or otherwise bringing into the United States, on and 
after June 7, 1940, from any toreign country, of any securities or evidences thereof or the 
receiving or holding in the United States of any securities or evidences thereof so brought 
into the United States is prohibited, except on condition that such securities and evidences 
thereof be immediately delivered for examination to a Federal Reserve bank as fiscal 
agent of the United States. Such Federal Reserve bank, as fiscal agent of the United 
States, shall hold such securities and all evidences thereof until the Treasury Department 
is satisfied as to whether or not any of the countries named in Executive Order No. 8389, 
as amended, or any national thereof has at at any time on or since the dates specified in 
such Order, as amended, had any interest of any nature whatsoever, direct or indirect. in 
such securities or evidences thereof. Proof as to whether or not any of such countries 
orany national thereof has had any such interest may be submitted to the Federal Reserve 
bank holding such securities or evidences thereof. 

Customs officers and postal employees are instructed to deliver any such securities 
or evidences thereof to a Federal Reserve bank. Any articles arriving from any foreign 
country on or after June 7, 1940, which in the opinion of customs officers or postal em- 
ployees contain such securities or evidences thereof, shall be subjected to customs inspec- 
tion in accordance with the Customs Regulations of 1937. If any article opened by an 
addressee or his agent in the presence or under the supervision of a customs officer or 
postal employee is found to contain such securities or evidences thereof, such securities 
or evidences thereof shall be surrendered forthwith to such customs officer or postal 
employee for delivery to a Federal Reserve bank, as above provided.

VESSELS WHICH 1 PROCEED TO A FOREIGN PORT PRIOR TO DISCHARGE 
OF ALL FOREIGN RESIDUE CARGO DESTINED TO DOMESTIC PORTS 


Vessels with foreign residue cargo destined for discharge at several ports in the 
United States often proceed to a foreign port after some, but before all, such residue 
cargo has been discharged at the various United States ports of destination. 

Customs officers at the port of clearance to the intermediate foreign port shall show 
on customs Form 3225 (Certificate on Landing Residue of Cargo to Cancel Bond), or other- 
wise notify the port where the vessel bond was given or the charge made against the 
term vessel bond, that residue cargo shown on the certified complete manifest as for dis- 
charge at subsequent domestic ports is included in the outward manifest. Such notifica- 
tion shall be accepted at the port where the vessel bond was given as satisfying the con- 
ditions of the bond with respect to undischarged cargo for such subsequent domestic 
ports, 
The certified complete manifest, with the certificates issued at original and interme- 
diate ports attached, shall be permanently filed at the port of clearance to the intermediate 
foreign port, such port of clearance being the port of final discharge in the United States 
for such manifest. 

Upon the return of the vessel to the United States, a new vessel bond should be taken 
or a new charge made against the vessel's term bond, as the case may be, and the pro- 
visions of articles 150 and 151, Customs Regulations of 1937, followed as in any other case 
of a vessel arriving with cargo for the United States. (C/L 2089.)

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EXPORT CONTROL ACT OF JULY 2, 1940 


There are transmitted herewith copies of the President’s proclamation and regu- 

lations under the Export Control Act, approved July 2, 1940, which are self-explanatory. 

1 questions of interpretation arising under the proclamation or the regulations, 

and reports of violations thereof, shall be submitted directly by the collector to the 
Division of Controls, Department of State, Washington, D. C. 

The effective administration of the export control depends upon the diligent alert- 
ness of customs officers. Every effort should be made to insure smooth operation and 
complete results. [C/L 2096.] 

A PROCLAMATION 


WHERAS, Section 6 of the Act of Congress, entitled “AN ACT to expedite the 
strengthening of the national defense,” approved July 2, 1940, provides as follows: 

“Whenever the President determines that it is necessary in the interest of national 
defense to prohibit or curtail the exportation of any military equipment or munitions, 
or component parts thereof, or machinery, tools, or material or supplies necessary for 
the manufacture, servicing or operation thereof, he may by proclamation prohibit or 
curtail such exportation, except under such rules and regulations as he shall prescribe. 
Any such proclamation shall describe the articles or materials included in the prohibition 
or curtailment contained therein. In case of the violation of any provision of any proc- 
lamation, or of any rule or regulation, issued hereunder, such violator or violators, upon 
conviction, shall be punished by a fine of not more than $10,000 or by imprisonment for 
not more than two years or by both such fine and imprisonment. The authority granted 
in this Act shall terminate June 30, 1942, unless the Congress shall otherwise provide.” 

NOW, THEREFORE, I, FRANKLIN D. ROOSEVELT, President of the United States 
of America, acting under and by virtue of the authority vested in me by the said act of 
Congress, do hereby proclaim that the administration of the provisions of section 6 of 
that act is vested in the Administrator of Export Control, who shall administer such 
provisions under such rules and regulations as I shall from time to time prescribe in 
the interest of the national defense. 

AND I do hereby further proclaim that upon the recommendation of the aforesaid 
Administrator of Export Control, I have determined that it is necessary in the interest 
of the national defense that on and after July 5, 1940, the articles and materials herein- 
after listed shall not be exported from the United States except when authorized in each 
ease by a license as hereinafter provided: 

1. Arms, ammunition, and implements of war as defined in my Proclamation No. 2237, 

May 1, 1937. 

2. The following basic materials and products containing the same:

or refuse to issue licenses authorizing the exportation of any of the articles or materials 
listed above in accordance with the aforesaid rules and regulations or such specific 
directives as may be, from time to time, communicated to him by the Administrator of 
Export Control. 

AND I do hereby admonish all citizens of the United States and every person to ab- 
stain from every violation of the provisions of section 6 of the act above set forth, of 
the provisions of this proclamation, and of the provisions of such regulations as may be 
issued thereunder, and I do hereby warn that all violations of such provisions will be 
rigorously prosecuted. 

AND I do hereby enjoin upon al) officers of the United States, charged with the 
execution of the laws thereof, the utmost diligence in preventing violations of the said 
act, of this my proclamation, and of any regulations which may be issued pursuant 
hereto, and in bringing to trial and punishment any offenders against the same. 

IN WITNESS WHEREOF, I have hereunto set my hand and caused the seal of the 
United States of America to be affixed.

a. Aluminum—Metallic aluminum and alloys, crude, semifabricated and scrap, con- 
taining in excess of 10% aluminum. 

b. Antimony—Antimony ores, concentrates, metal, alloys in crude and semifabricated 
form, and antimony compounds. 

e. Ashbestos—Asbestos crude and semifabricated, if chiefly of fibers of three-quarters 
of an inch or more in length. 

d. Chromium—Chromite, metallic chromium, chromium bearing alloys containing in 
excess of 10% chromium, chromite refractories, and chromium compounds. 

e. Flax—Flax and cloth containing flax, except when manufactured into wearing 
apparel or household goods. 

f. Graphite—Flake graphite and graphite crucibles, retorts and stoppers. 

x. Hides—Cattle and horse. 

h. Manganese—Manganese ores or concentrates containing 45% or more of metallic 
manganese, and allovs containing in excess of 10% metallic manganese. 

i. Magnesium—Metallic magnesium and alloys, crude, semifabricated, and scrap, con- 
taining in excess of 10% magnesium. 

j. Mereury—Mercury ores and concentrates and metallic mercury. 

k. Mieca—Mica blocks, sheets and splittings, and semifabricated forms produced there- 
from. 
1. Molybdenum—Molybdenum ores, concentrates, metal, alloys containing in excess of 
10% molybdenum and molybdenum compounds. 

m. Platinum—Platinum group metals and alloys. 

n. Quartz Crystals—Piezo electric and optical. 

o. Quinine—Quinine barks, cinchona or others from which quinine may be extracted, 
and quinine sulfate. 

p. Rubber—All forms and types of crude rubber, reclaimed rubber, and scrap rubber 
containing in excess of 5% rubber. 

q. Silk—Raw silk and waste silk. 

r. Tin—Tin metal, alloys containing in excess of 5% tin in crude and semifabricated 
form; tin plate scrap and other scrap materials plated with metal containing tin; and 
other tin or tin alloy scrap and wastes. 

s. Toluol—Toluol and light oil resulting from the distillation of coal tar. 

t. Tungsten—Tungsten ores and concentrates, metal, alloys containing in excess 
5% tunesten and tungsten compounds. 

u. Vanadium—Vanadium ores and concentrates; alloys containing in excess of 10% 
vanadium, and vanadium compounds. 

v. Wool—Wool in the grease, or washed, wool scoured on the skin, or when pulled 
or sheared. 

Except as otherwise indicated the terms used in these regulations shall not include 
completely fabricated articles or materials which are readv for ultimate consumption. 

2. None of the articles or materials listed ahove shall be exported unless a license 
authorizing such export has been issued by the Secretary of State. 

3. The Secretary of State will issue export licenses to authorize proposed shipments 
of the said articles and materials to applicants who have duly filled out the appropriate 
form when I have determined that the proposed exportation would not be detrimental to 
the interests of the national defense. 

4. Regulations contained in the pamphlet INTERNATIONAL TRAFFIC IN ARMS— 
Laws and Regulations Administered bv the Secretary ef State Governing the Interna- 
tional Traffie in Arms, Ammunition, and Implements of War and Other Mun'‘tions of War, 
seventh edition, will continue to govern the exportation of arms, ammunition, and im- 
nlements of war and tin-vlate scrap excent that exvort licenses wil! not be issued when 
in any case T shall have determined that the proposed shipment would be contrary to the 
interests of the national defense. 

5. The shipper’s export declarations must contain the same information in regard to 
the nature and value of the articles and materials to be exported as that which appears 
in the application for license. 

6. Export licenses are not transferable and are subject to revocation without notice. 
If not revoked, licenses are valid for one year from the date of issuance. 

7. No alterations may be made except by the Department of State or by collectors 
of customs or postmasters acting under the specific instructions of the Department of 
State in export licenses which have been issued under the seal of the Secretary of State. 

8. Export licenses which have been revoked or which have expired must be returned 
immediately to the Secretary of State. 

® The country designated on the application for license as the country of destination 
shall in each case be the country of ultimate destination. If the goods to be exported 
are consigned to one country with the intention that they be transshipned thence to 
another country, the latter country shall be named as the country of destination. 

10. Applications for license shall contain adequate descriptions of the articles and 
materials to be exported, including type and model descrintions if anplicable. If an anpli- 
eation is submitted in which the articles to be exnorted are inadequately described, it 
will be returned to the applicant for completion in this respect. 

11. The original license must be presented, prior to exportation, to the collector of 
customs at the port through which the shinment authorized to be exported is being made. 
If shipment is made by parcel post. the license must be presented to the postmaster at 
the post office at which the parcel is mailed. 

2. Articles and materials entering or leaving a port of the United States in transit 
through the territory of the United States to a foreign country will not be considered 
as imported or exported for the purposes of these regulations, 

Blank forms of application for export licenses will be furnished by the Secretary of 


State upon request.

ANCHORAGE REGULATIONS 
Section 1, title II, of the so-called espionage act, approved June 15, 1917, 40 Stat. 
220 (U. S. C. title 50, sec. 191), provides in part as follows: 


“Whenever the President by proclamation or Executive order declares a national emergency to exist by 
reason of actual or threatened war, insurrection, or invasion, or disturbance or threatened disturbance of the 
international relations of the United States, the Secretary of the Treasury may make, subject to the approval of 
the President, rules and regulations governing the anchorage and movement of any vessel, foreign or domestic, 
in the territorial waters of the United States, may inspect such vessel at any time, place guards thereon, and 
if necessary in his opinion in order to secure such vessels from damage or injury, or to prevent damage or 
injury to any harbor or waters of the United States, or to secure the observance of the rights and obligations 
of the United States, may take, by and with the consent of the President, for such purposes, full possession 
and control of such vessel and remove therefrom the officers and crew thereof and all other persons not specially 
authorized by him to go or remain on board thereof.’’ 

By virtue of a proclamation issued on the 27th day of June, 1940, the above quoted 
provisions of law are now in full force and effect. 

Pursuant to the authority contained in the above quoted act, the following rules and 
regulations are hereby promulgated: 

(1) All existing rules and regulations of any department, agency or instrumentality 
of the United States governing anchorage and movements of vessels in the territorial 
waters of the United States are hereby reaffirmed and continued in force during the 
period of the present emergency, except as modified by these rules and regulations. 

(2) The rules and regulations governing the anchorage of vessels herein reaffirmed 
or promulgated shall be enforced by the captain of the port, or where the port has no 
such officer, by an officer of the Coast Guard or the Customs Service designated by the 
Secretary of the Treasury. In any case where there are no applicable rules or regulations 
governing the anchorage of vessels, all anchorage shall be in accordance with the direc- 
tions of the captain of the port or other officer designated by the Secretary of the Treasury 
pursuant to this section. 

(3) The movement of any vessel between points within the area of a port, and the 
movement, lading, and discharging of explosive or inflammable material or other danger- 
ous cargo shall be under the supervision and control of the captain of the port, or other 
officer designated by the Secretary of the Treasury pursuant to section (2) hereof. 

(4) The captain of the port or other officer designated by the Secretary of the Treasury 
pursuant to section (2) hereof is hereby authorized to cause to be inspected and searched 
at any time any vessel, foreign or domestic, or any persons or package thereon, within 
the territorial waters of the United States, to place guards upon such vessels, and to 
remove therefrom any or all persons not specially authorized by him to go or to remain 
on board thereof. 

(5) The collector of customs, through the captain of the port or other agency acting 
for the collector, is hereby directed, subject to the approval of the Secretary of the 
Treasury, to take full possession and control of any vessel, foreign or domestic, in the 
territorial waters of the United States, whenever it appears that such action is necessary 
in order to secure such vessels from damage or injury, or to prevent damage or injury 
to any harbor or waters of the United States, or to secure the observance of the rights 
and obligations of the United States. Pending action by the Secretary of the Treasury, 
the collector of customs is authorized to detail any such vessel and is directed to com- 
municate the facts by the most expeditious means available to the Secretary of the 
Treasury. 

(6) The Secretary of the Treasury may require all lighters, barges, ferries, tugs, 
motor boats, sailboats, and similar craft operating in the harbor or waters of any port 
of entry, to be especially licensed by the collector of customs for such purpose and may 
revoke any license so granted for anv failure to comply with the anchorage or harbor 
regulations for such port, or to obey the orders issued thereunder by anv duly authorized 
officer, or for any act inimical to the interests of the United States in the present emer- 
gency. 

(7) No vessel shall depart from any port or place in the United States, or from any 
port or place subject to the jurisdiction of the United States, on a voyage on which 
clearance by a customs officer of the United States is required, unless the principal cus- 
toms officer in charge of the port of departure shall have n authorized by the Seer 
retary of the Treasury to permit the departure. (T.D. 50182,

ADVANCE PERMISSION FOR CIVIL AIRCRAFT TO ENTER CANADA 

The instructions contained in C/L 2010, September 19, 1939, relative to the require- 
ment that advance permission be obtained by the operators of civil aircraft to enter 
Canada, through the Chief, International Division, Civil Aeronautics Authority, Wash- 
ington, D. C., are hereby revoked, and in lieu thereof the following instructions: 

By Order in Council, effective May 13, 1940, ‘The Defence Air Regulations, 1939,’ of 
Canada, prohibiting the flight of foreign aircraft in Canada without special permission 
from the Canadian Government (of which regulation notice was given in Special Notice 
to Airmen, No. 9, of September 11, 1939, and in Weekly Notices to Airmen, Vol. 7, No. 14, 
of September 19, 1939, and Vol. 7, No. 17, of October 10, 1939), were canceled and in their 
place and stead ‘The Defence Air Regulations, 1940’ were established. 

“*The Defence Air Regulations, 1940,’ eliminate the need for prior authorization from 
the Canadian Government for flight in Canada provided the aircraft alight and report to 
customs and immigration inspectors at one of the following customs airports: 

Moncton, N. B. Toronto, Ont, (Island or Winnipeg, Man. 

Shediac, N. B. Malton) Lethbridge, Alta. 

Montreal, P. Q@. (St. Hubert) Hamilton, Ont. Vancouver, B. C. (Municipal) 
Windsor, Ont. Whitehorse, Y. T. 

or at any of the following points after advance notice of arrival has been given by the 

pilot and permission received from customs inspectors: 

Montreal (Fairchild’s) (seaplanes only) Ocean Falls, B. C. (seaplanes only) 

Ottawa, Ont. (landplanes « y) Alert Bay, B. C. (seaplanes only) 

Kenora, Ont. (seaplanes only) 

“For other ports of entry, permission must be obtained in advance to enter and clear 
through customs and immigration. Application for this permission should be made by 
the pilot to the Department of Transport, Ottawa, Canada, not less than ten days in 
advance of the flight. 

“It is now no longer necessary to obtain a prior authorization from the Canadian 
authorities for the flight in Canada of United States registered aircraft, nor is it neces- 
sary to obtain from the Authority authorization for such flights provided that they do 
not proceed more than 250 miles into Canada, and further provided that only United 
States and Canadian citizens are carried on the flights. 

“However, attention is called to the list of prohibited areas in Canada which the 
Regulations provide shall not be flown over without the permission of the proper officer 
of the Canadian Department of National Defence. These prohibited areas are set forth 
in Schedule ‘A’ of the Regulations, copies of which may be obtained from the Authority.” 

With respect to flights to be made by the operators of Canadian registered civil 
aircraft in the United States, advice has been received from the Chief, International 
Division, Civil Aeronautics Authority, to the effect that the Authority will no longer 
impose restrictions on such flights and that hereafter the Canadian operators will again 


be governed entirely by the provisions of the Air Navigation Arrangement. (C/L 2100.)

Pursuant to section 5 


, title IV, of the Tariff Act of 1930, reenacting section 25 of the 
Act of August 27, 1894, as amended, the following estimates by the Director of the Mint 
of the values of foreign monetary units are hereby proclaimed to be the values of such 
units in terms of the money of account of the United States that are to be followed in 
estimating the value of all foreign merchandise exported to the United States during the 
quarter beginning July 1, 1940, expressed in any such foreign monetary units: Provided, 
however, That if no such value has been proclaimed, or if the value so proclaimed varies 
by 5 per cent or more from a value measured by the buying rate on the New York mar- 
ket at noon on the day of exportation, conversion shall be made at a value measured by 
such buying rate, as determined and certified by the Federal Reserve Bank of New York 
and published by the Secretary of the Treasury. 

NOTE The proviso in the above paragraph, in order to obtain the correct rate of exchange 
for conversion of foreign currencies consult your local Collector of Customs, who has in his 
possession the daily report of the buying rate of foreign currencies

LAW RELATING TO TOWING AND SALVAGE 


The following Act (Public No. 599, 76th Congress), entitled “An Act to amend 
section 4370 of the Revised Statutes of the United States (U.S. C., 1934 edition, title 
46, Sec. 316),” was approved on June 11, 1940: 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of the United States of 
America in Congress assembled, That section 4370 of the Revised Statutes of the United 
States (U. S. C., 1934 edition, title 46, sec. 316) is amended to read as follows: 


“SEC, 4370. (a) lt shall be unlawful for any vessel not wholly owned by a person 
who is a citizen of the United States within the meaning of the laws respecting the docu- 
mentation of vessels and not having in force a certificate of registry, a certificate of en- 
rollment, or a license, issued pursuant to title XLVIII or title L of the Revised Statutes, 
or a certificate of award of number issued pursuant to the Act of June 7, 1918, as amended 
(U, 8S. C., 1934 edition, Supp. IV, title 46, Sec. 288), to tow any vessel other than a vessel 
of foreign registry, or a vessel in distress, from any port or place in the United States, 
Territories or possessions, embraced within the coastwise laws of the United States. 
any other port or place within the same, either directly or by way of a foreign port or 
place, or to do any part of such towing, or to tow any such vessel, from point to point 
within the harbors of such places. The owner and master of any vessel towing another 
vessel in violation of the provisions of this section shall each be liable to a fine of not 
less than $250 nor more than $1,000, which fines shall constitute liens upon the offending 
vessel enforceable through the district court of the United States for any district in 
which such vessel may be found, and clearance shall not be granted to such vessel until 
the fines have been paid. The towing vessel shall also be further liable to a penalty of 
$50 per ton on the measurement of every vessel towed in violation of this section, which 
sum may be recovered by way of libel or suit. 

(b) The term ‘person’ as used in subsection (a) of this section, shall be held to in- 
clude persons, firms, partnerships, associations, organizations, and corporations, doing 
business or existing under or by the authority of the laws of the United States, or of 
any State, Territory, district, or other subdivision thereof. 

(ce) Any foreign railroad company or corporation, whose road enters the United 
States by means of a ferry, tugboat, or towboat, may own such vessel and operate the 
same in connection with the water transportation of the passenger, freight, express, 
baggage, and mail cars used by such road, together with the passengers, freight, express 
matter, baggage, and mails transported in such cars, without being subject to any other 
or different restrictions than those imposed by law on any vessel of the United States 
entering ports of the United States from ports in the same foreign country: Provided, 
That except as authorized by section 27 of the Merchant Marine Act, 1920, as amended 
(U. S. C., 1934 edition, Supp. IV, title 46, sec. 883), such ferry, tugboat, or towboat shall 


not, under penalty of forfeiture, be used in connection with the transportation of any 
merchandise shipped from any port or place in the United States, i 


its Territories or pos- 
sessions, embraced within the coastwise laws of the United States, to any other port or 
place within the same. 

(ad) No foreign vessel shall, under penalty of forfeiture, engage in salvaging opera- 
tions on the Atlantic or Pacific coast of the United States, in any portion of the Great 
Lakes or their connecting or tributary waters, including any portion of the Saint 
Lawrence River through which the international boundary line extends, or in territorial 
waters of the United States on the Gulf of Mexico, except when authorized by a treaty 
or in accordance with the provisions of the Act of June 19, 1878, as amended (U. S. C., 
1934 edition, title 46, sec. 725): Provided, however, That if, on investigation, the Secretary 
of Commerce is satisfied that no suitable vessel wholly owned by a person who is a 
citizen of the United States and documented under the laws of the United States or num- 
bered pursuant to the Act of June 7, 1918, as amended (U. S. C., 1934 edition, Supp.

INVESTIGATION OF RED CEDAR SHINGLES 


The Tariff Commission has instituted an investigation for the purpose of ascertaining 
the quantities of red cedar shingles shipped by producers in the United States and the 
quantities of imported red cedar shingles entered for consumption or withdrawn from 
warehouse for consumption during the calendar years 1937, 1938, and 1939. This investi- 
gation Was instituted pursuant to an act of Congress, approved by the President on July 
1, 1940, entitled, “An Act To Provide for exercising the right with respect to red cedar 
shingles reserved in the trade agreement concluded November 17, 1938, between the 
United States of America and Canada, and for other purposes.” (Public No. 698, 76th 
(ongress.) This act requires the Commission to report to the President if it finds that the 
quantity of imported red cedar shingles entered for consumption, or withdrawn from 
warehouse for consumption, during 1939, was in excess of 30 per cent of the combined total 
for such year of imports and domestic shipments. If the President proclaims his approval 
of the report of the Commission, the act requires the imposition of a duty of 25 cents per 
square on red cedar shingles entered or withdrawn from warehouse for consumption in 
excess of 30 per cent of the annual average for the 3 years of 1937-39 of the combined 
total imports and domestic shipments. 

Since the law does not require a public hearing in this investigation, and no facts 
are now known to the Commission which would warrant the holding of such hearing, no 
hearing is contemplated. However, if interested parties believe that there is information 
required by the act which is not available to the Commission, which they wish to submit 
ter it, the may do so in writing not later than July 31, 1940.

ENTRIES OF SUGAR AGAINST 1940 OFFSHORE QUOTAS—6 MONTHS 


The Sugar Division of the Department of Agriculture has issued its monthly report 
on the status of the 1940 sugar quotas for the various off-shore sugar-producing areas 
supplying the United States market. The sum of the off-shore and continental quotas 
represents the quantity of sugar estimated, under the Sugar Act of 1937, to be required to 
meet consumers’ needs during the current year. 

The report shows that the quantity of sugar charged against the quotas for all off- 
shore areas, including the full-duty countries, during the above period, amounted to 
2,396,057 short tons, raw value. 

The report includes sugar from all areas recorded as entered or certified for entry 
before July 1, 1940. The figures are subject to change after final outturn weight and 
polarization data for all importations are available. 

The quantities charged against the quotas for the off-shore areas during the first 
month of the vear and the balances remaining are as follows:

SUGAR QUOTA DEFICITS NOT TO BE DETERMINED 


The Sugar Division of the Agricultural Adjustment Administration announced recently 
that, unless unusual circumstances which cannot now be foreseen develop before the end 
of the year, determinations of deficits for the various sugar producing areas supplying 
the United States’ market will not be recommended in 1940 and, in consequence, that 
there will be no reallotment of such deficits as in prior years. It was pointed out that 
under present price conditions in the sugar market and in view of the supplies available 
to consumers there would be no necessity for such determinations. 

In prior years, the first of such determinations of deficits and their reallotment has 
been made at about this time of the year for that portion of the quota of the Philippine 
Islands between the amount of sugar which the Philippines may bring into the United 
States, duty-free, under the Independence Act, and the quota established under the 
Jones-Costigan Act. 


EXTENSION OF TIME GRANTED EXPORTERS UNDER COTTON AND 
COTTON PRODUCTS EXPORT PROGRAM 


Exporters have been granted additional time for exporting cotton sold under the 
Cotton and Cotton Products Export Program. An amendment to the program, which has 
been in operation since July 27, 1939, extends the time for exporting cotton sold for 
export from July 31, 1940 to October 31, 1940, and the time for exporting cotton products 
from October 31, 1940 to November 30, 1940. 

The extensions were granted by Secretary of Agriculture Henry A. Wallace because 
war conditions in Europe, lack of cargo space, and disrupted shipping schedules have 
delayed actual export of part of the cotton and cotton products sold under the program. 
The equivalent of about 400,000 bales of cotton, in the form of cotton or cotton products, 
remains to be exported. 

Under original provisions of the program, payments were made on cotton and cotton 
products sold for export and exported within a designated time limit. Since January 30, 
when rates were suspended on lint cotton, sales and deliveries have comprised cotton 
products only. 

Total sales and deliveries of cotton and cotton products under the program sinoe 
it was made operative amount to 6,338,543 bales, after deduction of cancellations made 
because of war conditions. This total includes sales and deliveries of cotton products 
equivalent to 476,342 bales.

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BASIC PERMIT PROCEDURE UNDER FEDERAL ALCOHOL 
ADMINISTRATION ACT 


Section 1. By virtue of and pursuant to the provisions of the Federal Alcolwl 
Administration Act, as amended (U.S.C. Sup., Title 27), Section 3170 of the Internal Reve 
nue Code (53 Stat., part 1), and Section 161 of the Revised Statutes (U.S.C., Title 5, See 
22), Part 171 of Title 26 of the Code of Federal Regulations is hereby amended by insert 
ing between Subpart B (A) and Subpart C thereof a new Subpart, designated B (B), to 
read as follows: 

Subpart B (B)—Basic Permit Procedure Under Federal Aleohol Administration Act 

Sec. 171.4e¢ Delegation of Functions to Distict Supervisors. The power and duty 
heretofore vested in the Deputy Commissioner of the Bureau of Internal Revenue in 
charge of the Alcohol Tax Unit, by Treasury Department Order No. 30, dated June 12, 1940 
(5 F.R. 2212 D1), to issue, amend, deny, revoke, suspend and annul basic permits under 
the provisions of the Federal Alcohol Administration Act, shall continue to be exercised 
by him, and are also hereby delegated to District Supervisors of the Alcohol Tax Unit, 
to be exercised by them, subject to the supervision and direction of the said Deputy 
(‘ommissioner. 

Sec. 171.4d Procedure. Except as otherwise provided herein, the procedure prescribed 
by existing regulations for the issuance, amendment and denial of permits, issuance of 
citations, holding of hearings, revocation of permits, and appeals to the Commissioner 
under Part II of Subchapter C of Chapter 26 of the Internal Revenue Code is hereby ex- 
tended to the issuance, amendment, denial, revocation, suspension and annulment of 
basic permits under the Federal Alcohol Administration Act, in so far as applicable and 
in so far as such procedure is not in conflict with the provisions of such Act. Appeals to 
the Deputy Commissioner in charge of the Alcohol Tax Unit from orders denying permits 
shall be taken in conformity with the procedure applicable to appeals from orders revok- 
ing permits. 

(an) An application for basic permit must be filed, and permit issued, to cover each 
individual plant or premises where any of the businesses specified in Section 3 of the 
Federal Alcohol Administration Act is engaged in, such application to be filed with and 
permit issued by the District Supervisor for the district wherein such plant or premises 
is located, provided, that in the case of persons engaged in the business of importing into 
the United States distilled spirits, wine or malt beverages, and in the case of persons 
engaged in the business of purchasing for resale at wholesale distilled spirits, wine, or 
malt beverages, only one basic permit shall be required, which basic permit shall be 
issued by the District Supervisor of the district wherein the applicant has his main 
office or place of business. In the case of imperters or wholesalers maintaining branch 
offices or places of business, there shall be kept posted and available for inspection at 
all times in each such branch office or place of business a copy of the basic permit, and 
a copy of the basic permit shall also be filed with the appropriate District Supervisor 

(b) On or before September 1, 1940, basic permits in full force and effect authorizing 
the warehousing and bottling of distilled spirits at more than one bottling plant shall be 
superseded by separate permits covering each bottling plant, such permits to be issued 
as a matter of right upon the filing of application in proper form with the appropriinte 
District Supervisor. 

(e) In order to insure uniformity of administrative action no proceedings shall he 
instituted by a District Supervisor to revoke, suspend or annul any basic permit issued 
under the Federal Alcohol Administration Act unless and until a full report of the facts 
upon which such proceedings are contemplated has been forwarded to the Deputy Com- 
missioner of Internal Revenue in charge of the Alcohol Tax Unit for review and hi 
approval to the institution of such proceedings obtained. 

(d) Any provisions of Regulations No. 1 Relating to the Issuance, Revocation, Suspen 
sion, and Annulment of Basic Permits, which are inconsistent herewith, are repealed to 
the extent of such inconsistency. [T.D. 4982.]

by sections 5 and 202 of the Revenue Act of 1940. Such income is credited to the accounts 
of the foreign persons to whom actual transfer thereof is prohibited The tax should 
he withheld in such cases in the same manner and to the same extent as if the restriction 
on the transfer of the income did not exist. 

If a cusfodian account is maintained in the name of a foreign bank or other foreign 
person in any of the foreign countries referred to, and the United States custodian has 
reason to believe that the actual owner of the securities is another person, the name of 
the foreign bank or other foreign person should be entered on the ownership certificate. 
Form 1001, as the owner of the securities until such time as the name of the actual owner 
is disclosed to the custodian In such a case an amended ownership certificate showing

AMERICAN IMPORT & EXPORT BULLETIN August, 1940 
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FLOOR STOCKS TAX ON DISTILLED SPIRITS 

Sections 213 and 214 of the Revenue Act of 1940, approved June 25, 1940 (Public 
No. 656—76th Congress) read as follows: 

Sec. 213. DISTILLED SPIRITS. ; ; 

(a) Section 2800 of the Internal Revenue Code is amended by inserting at the end 
thereof the following new subsections: 

(g) Defense Tax for Five Years. 

(h) Floor Stocks Tax. ; ’ 

(1) Upon all distilled spirits produced in or imported into the United States upon 
which the internal-revenue tax imposed by law has been paid, and which on July 1, 1940, 
are held and intended for sale or for use in the manufacture or production of any 
article intended for sale, there shall be levied, assessed, collected, and paid a floor stocks 
tax of 75 cents on each proof-gallon and a proportionate tax at a like rate on all fractional 
parts of such proof-gallon. The tax imposed by this subsection shall not apply to 100 
wine gallons of the retail stocks of distilled spirits held by a person on premises as to 
which such person has incurred occupational tax as a retail dealer in liquors for the 
period beginning on July 1, 1940, and as to which no other occupational tax with respect 
te dealing in distilled spirits has been incurred by such person for a period beginning 
on such date. 

(2) Every person required by this subsection to pay any floor stocks tax shall, on 
or before August 1, 1940, under such regulations as the Commissioner, with the approval 
of the Secretary, shall prescribe, make a return and pay such tax. Payments of the tax 
shown to be due may be extended to a date not later than February 1, 1941, upon the 
filing of a bond for payment thereof in such form and amount and with such surety 
or sureties as the Commissioner, with the approval of the Secretary, may prescribe. 
Every retail dealer in liquors (even though not liable to pay such tax) shall make the 
return required by this paragraph. 

(3) «©All provisions of law, including penalties, applicable in respect of internal- 
revenue taxes on distilled spirits shall, insofar as applicable and not inconsistent with 
this subsection, be applicable in respect of the floor stocks tax imposed hereunder. 

Pursuant to the above sections of law, the following regulations are prescribed: 

Distilled Spirits 

1. Each distiller, proprietor of an industrial alcohol plant, internal revenue bonded 
warehouse. alcohol bonded warehouse, or taxpaid bottling house, rectifier, wholesale 
dealer in liquors, retail dealer in liqugrs, manufacturer, or any other person, corpora- 
tion, partnership or association holding on July 1, 1940, taxpaid alcohol or other taxpaid 
distilled spirits intended for sale or for use in the manufacture or production of any 
article intended for sale, shall before beginning business on that date prepare an inven- 
tory of all such taxpaid distilled spirits. 

2. The inventory shall be prepared in triplicate on sheets of paper not larger than 
10% x 16 inches to be furnished by the taxpayer. The distilled spirits shall be listed 
separately by kinds, that is, there will be a separate listing of alcohol, whiskey, brandy, 


gin, rum, cordials, liqueurs, cocktails, et cetera. The inventory will consist of two 
sections. 

The first section will cover bottled distilled spirits and will be divided into six 
columns which will be designated: 


(a) Kind. (ad) Wine Gallons. 

(b) Size of Bottle. (e) Proof of Spirits. 

(ce) Number of Bottles. (ft) Proof Gallons. 

The name of the distiller, rectifier, importer, or bottler, and the serial numbers need 
not be shown in the inventory of unbroken cases. except when such cases are in transit 
on July 1, 1940. The size of the bottles contained in the cases must be stated. Bottled 
distilled spirits removed from the original cases shall be listed as separate items. show- 
ing the number of bottles of each size containing spirits of the same kind and proof, 
the wine gallons, proof, and proof gallons. 

he second section will cover distilled spirits in packages (barrels or drums) and 
tanks. The serial numbers of packages and the name of the distiller must be shown. 

Spirits in process of rectification and in bottling or storage tanks shall be measured 
and proofed and the wine gallons, proof, and proof gallon content of each tank reported 
separately on the inventory. The number and kind of receptacle containing the spirits 
should also be shown. 

3. The term “distilled spirits” shall include, among others, the following which are 
subject to the floor tax of 75 cents a proof gallon when they have been taxpaid accord- 
ing to law prior to July 1, 1940, and on that date are intended for sale or for use in the 
manufacture or production of any article intended for sale: 


(a) Aleohol. (f) Liqueurs. cordialxs and similar com- 
(hb) Spirits-Grain, Spirits-Cane and Spirits- pounds containing distilled spirits 
: Fruit, or brandy. 
(e) Whiskey, rum, gin and brandy. (x) Distilled spirits of any kind held by 
(da) Vermouth containing distilled spirits any person for use in the manufac- 
_ or brandy, ture of any article intended for 
fe) Cocktails containing distilled spirits sale, regardless of whether the 
or brandy. article to be produced is in itself 
unfit for beverage purposes. 
: 4. An exemption of 100 wine (liquid) gallons is allowed to each retail dealer in 
liquors (a person who sells or offers for sale distilled spirits. wines, or malt liquors in 
quantities of less than five wine gallons to the same nerson at the same time). 
person onerating more than one retail establishment is entitled to the exemption 
of 100 wine gallons for the stocks at each such place of business. A person engaged in 
the business of selling distilled spirits at both wholesale and retail on the same premises 
may not claim the exemption on anv spirits on such premises. 

.To he eligible for this exemption. a person must sell, or offer for sale, distilled spirits 
during July, 1940, at retail only, and he must not make sales in larger quantities during 
the entire month of July. The exemption applies onlv to distilled snirits on the premises 
of the person claiming the exemption. It is not applicable to spirits stored elsewhere or 
in transit.

the amount in excess of $6506.) The tax on automobile tires and tubes is increased to 
5 cents per pound (formerly 2 cents per pound on tires, and 3 cents on inner tubes). On 
cigarette papers and tubes, the tax is increased from 2 cents to 5 cents per 100 leaves or 
tubes. The tax on carbonic acid gas for aerating non-alcoholic beverages ig increased 
from 2 cents to 5 cents per pound. Matches are subject to an additional tax of 1 cent 
per 100. (This is in addition to the present scale of taxes of % cent, % cent, 9/40 cent, 
3/16 cent, and 3/20 cent, based on the number of matches per package.) 

The excise tax on tobacco (except cigarettes) manufactured in Canada is increased 
from 25 cents to 35 cents per pound (the rate remains 20 cents per pound on imported 
manufactured tobacco). On Canadian cigarettes weighing not more than 3 pounds per 
1,000, the tax is increased from $5.00 to $6.00 per 1,000 (still $4.00 per 1,000 on such im- 
ported ci Canadian raw leaf tobacco is subject to a new tax of 10 cents per 
pound ac tual weight. 

PORTUGUESE Government has suspended until December 31, 1940, the importation of 
complete passenger automobiles, motorcycles, and various other products including textile 
manufactures, by a decree published June 13, 1940 and becoming effective 15 days from 
the date of publication. 

Among the other products affected are the following: Woolen manufactures except 
yarns, silk manufactures except yarns and belting cloth, cotton manufactures except 
varns, linen manufactures except yarns, various manufactures of felt, clothing of various 
kinds — materials, trimmings, artificial flowers, tarred or waterproofed fabrics, leather 
gloves, manufactures of fur, jewelry, certain shoes, hats for women, fitted bags and pocket 
cases + efemer?, hair lotions, dentifrices, and soap.

WAR RISK INSURANCE BILLS H. R. 


6572 and 8S. 2566—Approval has been given 
by both Houses of Congress to provide 
Government facilities for marine and wai 
risk insurance and reinsurance. The House 


passed the Fill on June 2Iist, the Senate 
passed it on June 22nd, the Conference 
Report was approved also on the 22nd, and 
the Bill sent to the President for signature. 
President Roosevelt urged in a letter to 
Vice President Garner that prompt con- 
sideration and enactment of the measure 
was essential to the maintenance of our 
domestic and foreign commerce and our 
national economy 

Under the provisions of the Bill, the 
United States Maritime Commission can 
provide American shippers and shipping 
companies with insurance on marine and 
war risks whenever it appears that such 
insurance cannot be secured through do- 
mestic underwriters at reasonable rates; 
but such insurance and reinsurance are 
restricted to American vessels, the Ameri- 
can cargoes thereon, and the crews thereof, 
up to March 10, 1942, or earlier if the 
President determines that the necessity no 
longer exists 

In its recommendations to the Senate on 
this Bill, the Council urged: 

(1) that the Government 
cilities be granted also to

(2) that a time-limitation be placed in 
the Bill as to the operations of the Act 

With regard to providing insurance 
against marine and war risk to American 
cargoes on foreign-flag non-enemy vessels, 
the Council based its recommendations 
upon:

(3) the necessity for eliminating causes 
for possible retaliations by foreign govern- 
ments against American insurance under- 
writers. 


The attention of the Senate was particu- 
larly called to a statement in 1915, at the 
second National Foreign Trade Convention, 
by John Bassett Moore, then Counsellor of 
the State Department, who said: 

“The insurance granted by the Govern- 
ment of the United States during the pres- 
ent War, although it has been of value, has 
been of a very limited scope, because it 
has been confined to under the 
\merican flag and to cargoes on such ves 
sels 

Another fact reported to the 
the Council was that the original

Risk Insurance Act was amended in 1918 
to permit the War Risk Insurance Bureau 
to insure American cargoes carried in for- 


eizn bottoms. 

While it is regrettable that Coneress did 
not see fit to permit of Government facili- 
ties for marine and war risks on American 
cargoes on foreign-flagzg non-enemy vessels, 
it is hoped that, later, an amendment may 
be possible to the Act when experience 
again demonstrates the necessity for such 
advantages.
